FARMERS BROKE? NOT AT ALL 
SAYS GIST IN REPORT 


Contrary to general opinion, the 
Alabama farmer is far from being 
broke, according to a statement is- 
sued Saturday by F. W. Gist, fed- 
eral and state statistician for agri- 
culture. The opening of this crop 
season finds the farmer in this state 
in much better shape financially than 
he was a year ago. One of the largest 
fertilizer concerns in the state dis- 
covered rather to-its surprise that 
it has sold twice as much goods as 
last year and three times as much 
for spot cash. Its surprise is shown 
by the fact that an important part 
of its raw supply is now exhausted.
